Since the last time I put pen to paper 
alot of things have taken place. It feels 
as if when the summer started the prob- 
lems started. First there was, and con- 
tinues to be, the problem with the graf- 
fiti. There are at least 3 different “Tags” 
that I can see in the village BANG, 
BLOK and DROID. Ihave found out 
and dealt with the person responsible 
for DROID but the other two as still 
elusive.

1949-2001, is now on sale. 


Written and published by Roger Hall 
(of 11 Almond Grove, 01954-780304), 
it comprises 230 pages of information 
about your village. 

Did you know, for example, that in 
1969, the entire village —-man, woman 
and child — decamped to Hunstanton 
for the day? This, and many other facts 
about the village’s short history are in- 
cluded. 

The first half of the book is a 
chronological history, decade by de- 
cade, and the second covers, in greater 
detail, several different aspects of the 
village — the Village Hall and Social 
Club, the church, whether Bar Hill is 
the ‘Tesco Village’? youth and older 
people, its urban as well as its rural di- 
mensions, and so on. 

The cost per copy is £15-00, 
but for that you receive about 85,000 
words and about 150 photographs, 
some of which were taken in the early 
days of the village. In the words of one 
purchaser, ‘It is a good buy’.

Marshall’s bungalow in Appletrees. 23 
year old guy was left wheelchair bound 
after a motorbike crash when he was 
17. Guy was forced to flee the bunga- 
low escaping with just his wheelchair 
and his dog Gizmo, Papworth Trust 
have spent thousands of pounds adapt- 
ing the bungalow to meet the needs of 
23 year old Guy. The Papworth trust 
informed me that the property may need 
to be pulled down and rebuilt.
